We 
also advised you that if you did not respond to our request for clarification on 
exactly what records you were seeking for Items 1 and 3 within 30 days, we 
would only process Items 2 and 4 of your requests. Since more than 30 days 
have now passed, we are responding to Items 2 and 4 of your requests.

In our initial response dated 10 June 2013 you were advised that for the 
purposes of these requests and based on the information you provided in your 
letters, you are considered an "all other" requester. You must pay for search 
time in excess of 2 hours and duplication in excess of 100 pages. 

We have expended your 2 free hours of search and located records 
responsive to items 2 and 4 of your requests. Since your requests are not 
simple requests, they have been placed in the first-in, first-out processing 
backlog queue. Because there are a significant number of cases ahead of yours 
in the queue, however, we are unable to respond to your requests within 20 
days. We appreciate your patience with our efforts to treat all requesters fairly 
by responding to each on a "first-in, first-out" basis.
